Ambassador Is Guest of U. S. 
Chamber at Capital of 
Southern Republic. 


EMBASSY STATEMENT 
RESULTS IN CONFUSION 
Calles Government Denies Any 
Knowledge of View Issued 
by Its Envoy Here. 


Mexico City, Dec. 3 (By A. P.).-— 
James R. Sheffield, recently returned 
from the United States, described his 
mission as American Ambassador to 


Mexico at a luncheon in his honor at 
the American Chamber of Commerce 
today. 

His efforts, he declared, would be 
turned toward maintaining friendly re- 
lations between the governments and 
peoples of Mexico and fe United 
States, he would do all in h#g power to 
protect and defend Americai/ nationals 
in their every right under international 
law, and so far as he was able and per- 
mitted to do so, help the Mexicans also. 
Mr. Sheffield stated that obviously he 
could not be expected to discuss the 
matters and issues between the. two 
countries. 

He’ humorously -likened his position 
to.the cook book recipe phrase—"set on 
hot stove and stir constantly.” De- 
scribing how the more strongly con- 
structed buildings of Florida withstood 
the recent storm when weaker ones col- 
lapsed, he added. “I am for cement 
and concrete in spinal eolumns.” 

The Ambassador said that nations, 
like men, could only understand each 
other through insistence upon right, 
justice and truth and a decent respect 
for the opinions of mankind. 

A large gathering of members of the 
American colony gathered to greet Am- 
bassador Sheffield and applauded his 
remarks enthusiastically. 


Calles Claims Support. 


From all parts of the republic, says 
an announcement today from the presi- 
dential office, innumerable messages 
have come to President Calles assur- 
ing him of support for his policies on 
all points affecting the relations be- 
tween Mexico and the United States. 

There have been all sorts of con- 
tradictory reports as to the policies of 
the government and the various oil in- 
terests the last few days, and there was 
even a greater state of confusion to- 
day when it became generally known 
that the Mexican foreign office had is- 
sued a statement denying knowledge of 
an announcement issued at the Mext- 
can ‘embassy in Washington yester- 
aay. This embassy statement, as re- 
ceived here in press dispatches, caused 
the Mexico City newspapers yesterday 
to proclaim that a rupture between 
the United States and Mexico had been 
averted because the American demands 
appeared to be satisfied.

ACTIVITY OF U. S. SHIPS . 
PROTESTED TO COOLIDGE 


Gunboat Hart Joins Other 
Nations’ Craft at City 
Recently Seized. 


/ 
Amoy, Dec. 3 (By A. P.).—The city 
of Foochow was handed over to 
Southern forces at 10 o’clock last night. 


Today the city is bedecked with flags 
welcoming the incoming Cantonese. 
The peaceful entrance of the Southern- 
ers has relieved tension that existed 
among the foreign paqpulation. The 
only fear held now ts that concerning 
the radical student element. 

Gen. Chow Yenh-Ren, a subordinate 
of Marshal Sun Chuan-Fang has eva- 
cuated the city of Yenpingfu, and the 
Cantonese have occupied it, say seem- 
ingly reliable reports. 

Yenpingu and Foochow are on the 
raliroad running from the coast of 
Fukien province to Hanchang and 
which formed the line that. Marshal 
Sun’s forces had expected to maintain 
against the northward advance of the 
Canton troops 

Thus it seems likely the way has 
been paved for the Cantonese to over- 
run North Pukien and to advance into 
a new province, Chekang. 


U. S. Activity is Protested. 


New. York, Dec. 3 (By A. P.).—Harry 
F. Ward, of Union Theological semin- 
ary, chairman of the American com- 
mittee for justice to China, announced 
today thats his committee had sent a 
letter to esident Coolidge concern- 
ing American participation in naval 
demonstrations in China. 

The letter urges thate the marines 
be withdrawn if already landed and 
“American naval forces be re- 
strained from joint action with the 
foreign naval units in what can only 
seem a threat of joint use of force to 
interfere in the conduct of civil war 
in China.” 

Information is also requested as to 
exactly why destroyers are being sent 
up to the Yangtze river, why marines 
are being assembled and “whose terri- 
tory is to be policed and why.” 
London, Dec. 3 (By A. P.).—Voluntary 
action of the foreign business com- 
munity in Hankow, where a general 
strike is threatened, in accepting cus- 
toms surtaxes imposed by the nation- 
alist regime, has eased the situation 
there materially, official advices re- 
ceived here today declared. 

San Francisco, Dec. 3 (By A. P.).— 
While Marshal Chang Tso-Lin is or- 
ganizing the “Ankuonsiun,” or alliance 
of northern war lords to attempt a co- 
operative movement against the Can- 
tonese, the revolutionary army of the 
south is continuing its victorious 
march. 

Within the last 24 hours two im- 
portant cities, Foochow and Yenping- 
fu, both on the line of the railroad 
running from the coast to Nanchang, 
have fallen into the hands of the Can- 
ton government. Possessing. these 
cities,. the way is opened for the 
southerners. to move forward into 
northern Fukien province and Che- 
kiang, the province adjoining on the/ 
north, for there is no railroad line on 
which the northerners can make a 
stand to bar further progress. 

In so far as foreigners are concerned, 
the situation seems to be quiescent, 
both at Foochow, now invested by 
the Cantonese, and Hankow, which has 
been in southern hands several months. 

The Ametican gunboat Hart, with 
Lieut. Comdr. Herbert W. Underwood 
on the bridge, cast anchor Friday night 
alongside the fighting ships of other 
foreign powers to protect the lives and 
property of Americans in Foochow. 


. Another Flotilla in Yangtze. 


Still another flotilla of foreign ves- 
sels is riding the placid riffies of the 
river Yangtze, ready for any emergency 
which may arise to endangér safety 
western nationals in Hankow. 
There antiforeign demonstrations have 
alarmed the foreign populace for sev- 
eral days, but there has been no un- 
toward incident disclosed, fears being 
based principally on the threat of a 
general antiforeign strike, Originally set 
for tomorrow. 

Intimations have been given, how- 
ever, that this may be canceled and al- 
ready industrial: strikes, one in par- 
ticular against Japanese manufac- 
turing, have been settled. 

English larfguage papers published in 
China have uniformly commended the 
attitude of the Cantonese armies 
toward civilian populations in captured 
cities, consequently it is probable the 
foreigners in the newly occupied cities 
in Fukien province have less to fear

SEEK NEW AGREEMENTS 


Paris, Dec. 3 (By A. P.).—France and 
Great Britain have decided to act with 
caution ahd circumspection to defend 
their respective interests in China dur- 
ing the present-disturbed conditions 
there, Foreign Minister Briand today 
said after a conference on mutual prob- 
lems between him and Foreign Secre- 
tary Sir Austen Chamberlain of Great 
Britain. 


Sir Austen, also discussing the Chi- 
nese situation, said: “We reached no 
decision as to a common policy in 
China, but we both view the situation 
in the same light.” 

_Both Sir Austen and M. Briand, in 
interviews this evening, warned that 
settlement of the outstanding problems 
between the allied nations and. Ger- 
many, such as evacuation of the 
Rhineland and the transfer of military 
control to the League of Nations, de- 
mands much time and patience. They 
asked the public not to expect too 
much of the Geneva meetings which 
will be held before the opening of the 
league council next week. Both states- 
men discounted the report that Premier 
Mussolini of Italy would attend the 
Geneva conference to be held next 
week. 

After discussing the difficulties of 
getting an agreement with Germany 
on some of the after-war problems, M. 
Briand added, “But a treaty can al- 
ways be humanized according to the 
degree of good will shown by its sig- 
natories.”” He remarked then that the 
treaty of Versailles had been effective 
sever years, while the Locarno pact 
wa’ arely three months old. 

Sir Austen stressed the necessity to 
allow time to do its work in straight- 
ening out tangles among the nations, 
but hoped that the interallied control 
commission could be recalled from 
Germany within two or three months. 
He admitted the complete evacuation 
of the Rhineland would make for great 
progress in improving the relations 
between the allied nations and Ger- 
‘many. However, he added, “I have not 
yet found a way of so doing, nor have 
others.”’

Received Young Doheny’s Letter. 


Q.I show you a communication 
dated December 14, 1921, and ask you 
whether or not you, received that from 
Young Doheny in due course of mail 
after its date? (Handing paper to the 
witness.)—A. Yes, sir. 


Q. Now, does that enable you to fix 
approximately when you saw young Do- 
heny?—A. It was a few days prior to 
the 14th of December. This letter 
states it was Monday night. The Mon- 
day immediately preceding the 14th of 
December, 1921. 

Q. Do you recall the business, if it 
was business, that young Doheny came 
to see you about on that day in Le- 
cember, 1921?—A. The subject, yes. 
Not in detail, no. 

Q. What was the subject?—A. The 
subject was the welfare of one of our 
shipmates on the “Huntington.” 

@. Commander Woodbine?—A. Yes. 
Q@. Where was he on duty then?—A. 
He was then on duty as a reserve of- 
ficer on active duty in southern Cali- 
fornia. 

@. In southern -California with the 
naval militia out there?—A. That is 
my recollection. 

Q. Yes. Did young Dohehy on the 
occasion of that visit discuss with you 
when he called at the Navy Depart- 
ment any naval reserve matter?—A. 
At my instance that subject was 
brought up. He didn’t bring it up. 

Q. He came to you on this other 
matter?—A. So far as I know entirely. 
@. Commander Woodbine had been 
on the Huntington when you were com- 
manding the Huntington, and young 
Doheny was also on that ship under’ 
you?—A, Yes. ® 
Q. Now, on the evening of the day 
that young Doheny visited you at the 
Navy Department you said, I think al- 
ready, that he came to your house?—A. 
Yes, sir. 

Q. At whose invitation?—A. Mine or 
my wife's, I don’t remember. 

Q. What was the nature of the call, 
business or social?—A. Social. He 
stayed to dinner. 

Q. Did you on that evening discuss 
with him any matter relating to the 
maval reserves?—A.I think not.

Q. Have you told us all that he said 
about his associates objecting?

Q. After he told you that he had 
had this matter under consideration, 
but that his associates did not want 
him to go into it, did you say anything 
more to him?—A. Yes, sir. 

Q. For about how long a time did 
you talk to him, Admiral?—A.

Talked About Infamy of War. 
Q. In substance; what. did you tell 


war is. & told him some stories of my 
personal observations of the shame and 
the degredation and the .infamy of 
war, and I told him about the power cf 
our navy holding’ Pearl Harbor in force 
to relieve from danger of such. degrad- 
ing conditions the entire Pacific coast. 

Q. What did you say to him about 
the strategic importance of Pearl Har- 
bor?—A. I told him that if it was held 
strongly by the American forces, Ameri- 
can naval forces, that the effect of it 
would be—I am giving you the gist 
of it. 

Q. Yes, sir. A. The effect of it would 
be the extension of our frontier to 
the westward by. 2,000 miles, and the 
rendering of our mainland coast safe 
against any major enemy operation. I 
recited conditions as’ they obtained 
then, according to the reports that we 
had, and attempted to persuade him 
that this was an opportunity to ac- 
complish a very definite good for his 
country. 

Q. Did you say anything with regard 
to the reason of the effectiveness of our 
naval forces on the Pacific by having 
an adequate supply of oil at Pearl Har- 
bor? . A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Tell us in substance what you 
said on that—A.I told him that a 
force in Pearl harbor would be able to 
| defeat twice as great a force that was 
attacking our Pacific coast, because of 
its position on the flank of the lines 
of communication, which lines of com- 
munication, if we held the Hawaiian 
group, must be approximately 5,000 
miles long. That that meant render- 
ing the power of our naval forces at 
Honolulu quite twice what they would 
be otherwise, and I explained to him 
that an enemy force holding Honolulu 
would have the same advantage over 
our forces. Thus I strove to show to 
him the strategic importance of the 
holding ,of the Hawaiian group in 
strength by the American naval forces 
in the event of any war on the north 
Pacific. 

Q. Did you tell him anything about 
how oil in storage at Pearl harbor in 
large quantities would bear upon that?

Q. Tell us what you said.—A. I had 
been working for more than a year on 
the plans for the national defense. 

Q. You had been on a committee on 
that, had you not?—A. Yes, sir. 

Q. What committee was that?—A. I 
do not recall the name of it for the 
moment, and I do not think that is 
material, Mr. Hogan. 


Pearl Harbor Plans Developed. 


Q. Go ahead.—A. That committee 
had developed the plans of the necessi- 
ties at Pearl harbor to accomplish what 
the general board and Secretary Dan- 
iels finally determined to be the neces- 
sities for the security of our West coast. 

Q@. You say you had been on that 
work for about a year before?—A. Yes, 
sir. That had been my principal duty 


think that I had completed the discus- 
sion of the naval reserves at my office. 
Q. What did you say to him or what 
did You discuss with him that day?—A. 
I told him that the reserves were be- 
ing drained and that I had a serious 
job on hand and was in difficulties, and 
I wanted the advice of his father in the 
matter as to certain steps that had been 
urged, and I wanted his father’s as- 
sistance if I could get it.

Discussed Naval Reserve Problems. 


By Mr. Hogan: 

Q. Admiral, did you talk with ydéung 
Doheny on the occasion of his visit to 
your office, his call at your office and 
spending the evening with you, about 
the» Pearl harbor ject?—A. I don't 
think I mention the Pearl harbor 
project, though I may have. I think 
that. I mentioned only the naval re- 
serve problems. 

Q. And that was with regard to the 
matter that is the subject of that let- 
ter?—-A. I think that is all that I spoke 
of to him. ; 

-Q. Shortly thereafter did you see the 
elder, Doheny in Washington?—A. Yes, 
sir. 

Q. Did 
—A. Yes, 

Q. Where?—-A. In my office. 

Q. State what was said, please? In 
substance?—A. I told him of the de-. 
cision of the as to the Pear] 
harbor development. I discussed with 
him the reasons for immediately ac- 
complishing that development. I spoke 
to him of the strategic value of the Ha- 
walian grou 
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during the time that I was on duty in 
the division of operations. . 

Q. What did you tell Mr, Doheny with 
regard to the part—I repeat my ques- 
tion, because I do not think you have 
answered it yet-——the part that an ade- 
quate oil reserve at Pearl harbor would 
play in the effectiveness of our navy?— 
A. That that was of first importance. 

Q. You told us that this conversa- 
tion lasted abqut an hour and a half 
or more?—A. Yes, sir. 

Q. And you have just given us an 
outline of it. You have not given us 
all, have you?—A., No, sir. 

Q. What, if anything, did Mr. Doheny 
say after you had made your statement 
to him? Tell me what occurred.—A. 
He finally said that “You are right, ad- 
miral. You can go ahead confidently 
and count on having one bid, at least.” 

Q. Did he say anything more to you? 
—A. Yes. I stopped. I was satisfied. 
But he added, “and one thing more, 
'Admiral,” he said, “if you get a bid 
from my company, it will be a bid that 
will not involve a dollar of profit to 
me.” . 

Q@. About how long after young 
Doheny’s call, around the middle of 
Decermaber, was that?—-A. That was a 
very few days. It was, of course, before 
Christmas.. 

Q. Admiral, did you have any talk 
with Dr. Bain before Dr. Bain went 
West as regards the doctor’s seeing the 
oil companies out on the Pacific coast? 
—A, I think I did, but I do not recall 
the conversation. I only recall an im- 
pression of a conversation... 


Impressions Not Desired. 


Q. I do not want impressions, Ad- 
miral.—A. Then I can not answer. 

Q. Before Bain -left, did you know 
what companies he was going to see? 
—A. It was my recollection that he was 
to see all the major oil companies of 
the Pacific coast. 

Q. For what 
one, 

Q. Except the Shell?—-A. Except one 
company that was largely foreign 
owned. . 

Q. For what purpose?——A, I think 
there were two of those companies. 

Q. I say for what purpose was he 
going to see these companies?—A, To 
obtain as many bids for the accom- 
plishment of the Pearl Harbor develop- 
ment as we could get. 

Q. After Dr. returned, late in 
January, 1922, did you see him?—A. 
Yes, sir. . 

Q. Do you remember what you learned 
from him with respect to what he had 
ascertained on the Pacific?—A. It is 
my recollection 
that. he told’ me t he was going to 
get bids; that we could count con-~ 
fidently upon receiving bids from at 
least three different people, and per- 
haps a couple more.

Q. Did you ha 
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Q. Admiral, during the early part of 
1922, when these various plans and 
Specifications were being gotten up, 
what were you doing?—A. When? 

Q. During the early part of 1922, It 
has been brought out here that bids 
were invited on February 15, and re- 
vised invitations sent on March 7, 
and that bids were opened on April 15. 
During that time, when this work was 
being done, getting up plans and speci- 
fications, and discussing the conditions 
of bids, what part were you taking?—A. 
Principally I was nervously waiting. I 
was conferring frequently with Dr. Bain 


and Mr. Ambrose, and with Mr. Denby, 


repeatedly. That is all that I can re- 
member. Oh, there will have been 
other people to see me on the matter, 
but my part at that period—you are 
talking about prior to the first of 
April, say? 

Q. Yes, prior to the opening of bids 
on the fifteenth of April—A. I did not 
have much that was of any consid- 
erable importance that I can recall 
now. 

Q. Did you have any talk with Ad- 
miral Gregory regarding the admiral’s 
opposition to a cost-plus basis?—A. Oh, 
yes. 

For Cost-Plus Fixed Fee. 


Q. Tell us, in substance, what that 
conversation was?—A. Admiral Gregory 
identified this morning a letter or @ 
memorandum that he wrote me on that 
subject. I had urged to him that the 
cost-plus, in view of the distance of 
Honolulu from the place of business of 
any responsible bidder in the United 
States, might make a very high bid 
price necessary, and I advocated his 
allowing in this case, on account of the 
peculiar circumstances, the introduc- 
tion of a cost-plus fixed fee, or some- 
thing like that. 

Q. Did you have any talk with Mr. 
Cotter or Mr. Dunn on that subject?— 
A. On one occasion. I did not have a 
talk with Mr. Dunn. 

Q. What did. you tell him?—A. I lis- 
tened to him. I did not tell him any- 
thing. 

Q. At the end of your listening to 
him, did you agree to do what he want- 
ed?—A. No, sir. I was bound not by 
my own opinion but by the Navy De- 
partment policy in the matter. Admiral 
Gregory was the man who established 
the Navy Department policy—the mat- 
ter of the character of the bid to ac- 
cept. 

Q. After you saw Mr. Doheny. here in 
Washington in December, as you testi- 
fied, did you see him again in the early 
part of 1922 and before the bids were 
opened, on April 15?—A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Where?—A. In New York. 

Q@. Where in New. York?—A. At young 
Doheny’s house on Eighty-something 
street—Eighty-fourth street. 

Q. Eighty-fourth street?—A. Yes, sir. 


Stayed at Doheny’s House. 


Q. What was the occasion of your 
visit there?—A.I had been up there 
for some engineering meeting and I 
went around to Doheny’s I think for 
dinner. It may have been I stayed 
there all night. I do not know. I 
think I only stayed for dinner and 
came back on the night train. 

Q. Did you see the elder Doheny at 
Ned's house that evening?—A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Did he discuss this Pearl harbor 
matter?—A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Do you remember what was said 
different from your former talks?—A. It 
was different to the férmer in some re- 
spects, but in general it was a similar 
conversation to the one we had had 
in my office in Washington. 

Q@. Did you see Mr. Doheny, sr., on 
any other occasion than the one when 
you visited his son’s house in New 
York prior to the time that bids were 
opened?—A. Prior to the time the bids 
were opened? 

Q. Yes.—A. Not that I can recall. 
No, I think not. 


Tells About Seeing Fall. 


Q@. After the Secretary's direction 
on the 5th of December, 1921, and the 
Roosevelt letter that went. to the In- 
terior Department on the 9th of De- 
cember, 1921, did you see Secretary Fall 
on this subject after he returned late 
in January, 1922?—A. Yes, sir. 

Q. And do you re any conver- 
sation you had with him? If so, pléase 
state it. I mean, of course on this 
Pearl Harbor matter—A. I do not 
recall anything that I said to him or 
that he said to me. All I know is that 
I saw him. 

Q. I am talking now about the 
Pearl Harbor matter. You had other 
businéss with him, did you not?—A. 
Yes, sir. 

I am confining myself to Pearl 
Harbor and the California reserves. 
Do you recall anything that occurred 
between you and Secretary Fall in the 
interim on that subject?—A. I do not 
recall anything but I know I must 
have spoken of it to him. 

Mr. Hogan—May I have the letter of 
April 12, 1922, from Secretary Fall to 
Secretary Denby? 

Mr. Chandler—That is government 
exhibit, No. 47. 

Q. I wish you would look at this 
letter of April 12, 1922, government ex- 
hibit 47, from Secretary Fall to Hon. 
Edwin Denby, Secretary of the Navy, 
recommending additional legislation, 
and tell me.if you are familiar with 
it-—A. (After examining the paper, 
which had been handed him by Mr. 
Hogan.) I was familiar with this let- 
ter at the time. 


Q. Did you see it when it was re- 


ceived at the Navy Department?—A. I 
saw it very shortly afterwards, I am 
sure, 
Q@. And. before bids were opened?— 
A. Yes, sir, 

Q. Did you have a talk with Secre- 
tary Denby about it?—A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Had you had any communication 
with Secretary Fall about that letter 
before you saw it?--A. No. 


Told Denby Fall Was Right. 


Q. What did you say to Secretary 
Denby and Secretary Denby say to you 
as to the recommendation therein con- 
tained?—-A. Secretary Denby asked me 
what I thought about it. I told him 
that I thought if Secretary Fall was 
right we would know it definitely in a 
very few days; because the bids were 
going to be opened on the 15th; that 
therefore he could not lose much time 
by just waiting and trusting to my 
personal belief in the value of the 
statement that had been made to me 
by Mr..Doheny, which I have already 
quoted. 

Q@. The assurance that he gave to 
you that his company at least would 
bid?—-A. Yes, sir. E . 

Q. Did you call’ that to Secretary 
Denby’s attention?—A, I did. . | 


Oil, the Associated Oil, and the Pan do

talked them over with him. 

Q. You did?—A. Ye, sir. 

Q. What did you tell Mr. Denby?— 
A. I told him that I thought that the

Denby and yourself as to what the

@. You told us you recommended 
to him the Pan-American B bid?—A.

‘Pan-American Co. Earned Award. 


Q. What, if anything, was said be- 
tween Mr. Denby and yourself regard- 
ing that bid? I would like you to state 
as fully as you can remember it just 
what .the discussion was—A. I told 
him that the Pan-American Co. had 
actually earned the award because they 
had the low bid, and a bid that satis- 
fied in its entirety all our specifications, 
in their A bid. That certainly left us 
free to determine whether the A or B 
bids of the Pan-American Co. were 
better for the government. Now this 
is my recollection of what took place 
at the time. 

Q. That is all you can give us?—A. 
I argued the question as between the 
A and B bids.and they said my recom- 
mendations upon the differences in 
cost and in values between the two 
bids. ; 
_Q@. Did you say anything to Secre- 
tary Denby, and, if so, what, about 
what the difference was?—-A. Yes, sir. 

Q@. Reduced to money between the A 
and the B bid?—A. Yes, sir. 

Q@. Do you recall what it was?—A. 
I told him that I thought that the B 
bid was about a half a million dollars 
better for us, the government, the 
navy, than the A bid. 

Q. Oid you say anything to Mr. Den- 
by, or he to you, about the conditions 
of the B bid with regard to this prefer- 
ential right clause?—A. Yes, sir. 


Tells Right. 


Q. Tell us what was said about that, 
sir—A. I told him I did not think 
that preferential’ right amounted to 
much; that as near as I could see at the 
worst it would only mean that we 
would have one less bidder.if we want- 
ed to put something out at auction, for 
instance, in the future, tkat the only 
right that I could see that it would 
give would be that the Pan-American 
Co. would have the privilege of taking 
the lease atthe highest bid than any- 
one else would offer. That would mere- 
ly decrease by one the number of bid- 
ders. 
~ Q. Did Secretary Denby say anything 
on that subject?—A. He said .that it 
looked to him as if the bid was the 
best. 

Q. Did he say anything on the sub- 
ject of what he thought of the prefer- 
ential right clause?—A. I do not re- 
call what he said. 

Q. Did Secretary Denby give you any 
instructions as to what bid to accept? 
—A. Yes, sir. 

Q. What did he tell you to do?— 
A. He said, “Go ahead with the B bid.”

About Preferential 


Q. After Secretary Denby told you 
that, did you see any officer of the 
Interior Department?—A. Yes, sir. It 
was after that that I went to Secretary 
Finney. 

Q. What did you tell Secretary Fin- 
ney?—A. I told him Secretary Denby’s 
views in the matter. 

Q. Were you present when Secretary 
Finney sent a telegram on the subject 
to Secretary Fall?—A.I think not. I 
think I was present when a telegram 
was dictated somewhat similar, if not 
identical to the one I heard read in 
this record, but I do not think that I 
saw the telegram sent. 


Bain Cross- Examination Resumed. 


Yesterday's session began with the re- 
sumption of Roberts’ cross-examination 
of Dr. H. Foster Bain, former director of 
the bureau of mines. But the questions 
and answers lacked the interest which 
featured the proceedings late Thursday, 
when Roberts made vigorous attempts 
to break down Dr: Bain’s testimony, 
Questions about dates and whom Dr. 
Bain interviewed in his work in con- 
nection with the leases punctuated the 
cross-examination. Roberts read into 
the record the following letter which 
Dr. Bain, under date of January 11, 
1922, sent to Gano Dunn, president of 
the J. G. White Engineering Corpora- 
tion, which concern was cooperating 
with the Pan-American Petroleum Co. 
in connection with the Pearl Harbor 
project: 

“Dear Mr. Dunn: I have gone over 
with a few of the leading oil companies 
out here the matter you and I discussed 
in Washington. It appears to them that 
it is one which should be handled pri- 
marily by an engineering company, 
though each of the big companies has 
expressed an entire willingness to co- 
operate in the enterprise and. to make 
contracts that will protect the engi- 
neering company as to marketing and 
financing. 

“In particular, I discussed the matter 
with Mr. E. L. Doheny, who had pre- 
viously been called into it and had at 
first thought of pe enghe ae the whole 
roject. I took the liberty of men- 
ltoninés to him our conversations in 
general terms. His feeling is that 
there is a natural basis for coopera- 
tion between his company and yours, 
and I have told him I would mention: 
that fact to you. He expects to leave 
for the East on Saturday of this week 
and you will hear from him in New 
‘York soon after his arrival. I shall 
probably be in Washington at the same 
time and will come over to New York 
as soon as I can after my return. 

“I think there would be certain ad- 
vantages to an e eering company 
and an oil company working together 
on the project since each would be able 
to estimate the risks in a special phase 
of the work, and to provide against 
them. I wy 4 say that a similar com- 
bination as the one I am 8 esting to 
you is in line of being formed between

A HOME FOR THE GUARD. 


Washington is the only city of its size in the 
country that does not possess an armory for 
its national guard regiment. Many cities much 
smaller and less wealthy have erected sub- 
stantial, in many cases memorial, structures 
for the housing of their local military force, 
but here in the Capital:of the nation the guard 
has been housed in rented buildings, sometimes 
unsuitable, and never worthy of the organi- 
zation that has represented Washington in the 
military establishment of the nation. 

The proposal to provide a home for the Dis- 
trict guard in connection with the contem- 
plated erection of a bus terminal building may 
be, as Gen. Anton Stephan says, the best rental 
project yet submitted, but the guard deserves 
something better. An armory for the exclu- 
sive use of this organization would add to the 
beauty of the city and would enhance the 
morale of the force. The men of the District 
guard have earned the right to be properly 
housed; their service for the nation justifies 
a reasonable expenditure for this purpose, and 
within a year or two Congress doubtless would 
be willing to authorize a suitable appropria- 
tion. The argument against rented buildings 
for Federal departments applies with equal 
force to the national guard. Washington is 
entitled to a permanent home for its guards- 


OIL FROM SHALES. 


That oil from shale will some day furnish 
power for automotive travel in place of thé 
gasoline from petroleum is within the bounds 
of probability. There are billions of tons of 
oil shale in the United States. and some ex- 
périments in the way of producing oil from 
this shale have been made under the bureau 
of mines. Laboratory work with this end in 
view has been carried on for the last ten or 
twelve years, and there has recently } been 
completed a small plant in Colorado, which 
State probably has more of ‘tthe oil shale rock 
within its borders than any other in the Union. 
A few days ago there was a meeting in the 
office of the Secretary of the Interior for the 
purpose of discussing the relationship of the 
mineral leasing laws to the development of 
siiale oils. But up to the present time there 
has been no wild scramble for such leases, and 
no apparent disposition on the part of oil pro- 
ducers to invest ‘their capital in this new line 
of industry. Nor is it expected that there will 
be any immediate movement in the way of 
such development on a commercial scale, 
When the supply of petroleum reaches the 
vanishing point in production, and more is 
known as to the cost of operation of shale 
mills, the necessary capital will no doubt be 
forthcoming. : 

As to the recovery to be expected from a ton 
of rock, that, too, is problematical. Several 
years ago one experimenter announced the 
development of a process by which as much as 
72 gallons could be obtained from a ton of the 
shales found in Kentucky. But the bureau of 
mines appears to be of the opinion that it will 
be difficult, if not impossible, to secure an 
average production greater than 35 gallons 
with any process known at the present time. 

In the circumstances unusual interest at-. 
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duction of 54 gallons of high grade oil to the 
ton. The deposits, which are on the surface, 
with little or no overload, are said to be larger 
than in any other country of the world, and 
ais the Chilean consumption of fuel oil and gas- 
oline reaches 3,000 tons daily, with no source 
of domestic supply, the development may be 
pushed to a stage where it will point the way 
for similar shale exploitation in the United 
States. 


ARCHITECTS AND THE FEDERAL CITY. 


Yesterday witnessed the concluding sessions 
of a meeting of the American Institute of 
Architects, held in the historic Octagon house. 
The sessions were largely given over to dis- 
cussion of plans for the beautification and de- 
velopment of Washington. Sixty-eight of the 
leading architects of the country participated 
in the conference, all of them directors and 
chairmen of national committees of the insti- 
tute, with headquarters in every State. These 
gentlemen have combined in an effort to help 
make Washington the show place of the world. 
They function through the institute’s commit- 
tee on the plan of Washington and its environs, 
of which Horace W. Peaslee, of this city, “is 
chairman. 

It wag this committee which a year or so ago 
was active in the movement resulting in the 
creation of the National Capital park and plan- 
ning commission. Immediately upon its or- 
ganization, the park and planning body began 
its efficient and necessary work. 

If, however, the American Institute of 
Architects through its committee on the plan 
of Washington and its environs had had no 
voice in the organization of the planning body, 
and had taken no active part in the develop- 
ment of the city, it would still be of invaluable 
benefit to the District. Sixty-eight individuals 
comprising such a body, whose homes are 
scattered throughout the Union and who are 
men of prominence and influence in their in- 
dividual communities, can accomplish much in 
spreading the gospel that Washington is the 
property of all the States. Washington belongs 
to every individual who claims allegiance to 
the United States. The idea should be spread 
about and impressed upon all. This Capital 
can be what American citizens wish it to be— 
the finest city in the world. The architects of 
the United States are doing splendid service to 
the nation when they help to plan and build 
the Federal city. 


SACRIFICING GOVERNMENT PROPERTY. 


In his annual report to the Secretary of War, 
Maj. Gen. Mason H. Patrick, chief of the army 
air corps, gives some interesting information 
as to some of the surplus aeronautical property 
sold by the government, its original cost and 
the net return to the government. 

The report states that during the last fiscal 
year engines and other miscellaneous aero- 
nautical equipment representing an original 
cost to the government of more than $8,500,- 
000, was declared surplus and reportéd for dis- 
posal. In addition there was a surplus left 
over from the previous year valued at $1,400,- 
000, making a total of $9,900,000. 

This property consisted largely of airplane 
motors‘and chemicals, about $850,000 worth 
of which was transferred to other departments 
of the government. Two hundred engines 
were transferred to the Treasury for use in 
prohibition operation. 

Sales of this surplus property during the 
fiscal year brought to the Treasury about $600,- 
000 for $4,800,000 worth of property, or a re- 
covery to the government of about 12% cents 
to the dollar.

BY ONE VOTE. 

Frequently the entire course of affairs has 
been changed by a single vote of the Supreme 
Court. The most recent example of the bare 
majority of one is contained in the recent de- 
cision holding that physicians could be restrict- 
ed under the prohibition enforcement law to 
prescriptions of not more than one pint of 
spirituous liquor to a patient each ten days. 
Again, immediately after convening’ of the last 
Congress the vote on an important appointment 
resulted ina deadlock. Had the Vice President 
been present his vote would have broken the 
tie and resulted in a victory for the administra- 
tion. 

There have also been instances of the re- 
sults of local elections hinging on the slim ma- 
jority of one. The late Champ Clark made 
such situations the hobby and study of a life- 
time, and could reel off instances and prece- 
dents at a great rate. Were he still living he 
could have added another to the list, for the 
curious situation arose again last month in a 
bond issue ballot in Cleveland, Ohio. 

The electorate of Cleveland had been asked 
to pass on a $725,000 bond issue for new 
police and fire stations. Some 80,000 ballots 
were cast, and the final tabulation brought to 
light the fact that one vote turned the balance 
against the issue. 

Since the beginning of the country practical 
politicians and students of American politics 
have labored incessantly to impress upon the 
individual the. value of his lone vote. The 
public, however, has been slow to learn the 
lesson. One is led to believe that the city of 
Cleveland is in need of certain new fire and 
police houses. If this is so, each and every 
individual voting against the issue, or failing 
properly to mark his ballot in the ‘‘for’’ 
column, should feel his individual responsi- 
bility for the failure. Every proponent of the 
measure who failed to go to the polls must 
accept the responsibility for lack of proper fire 
and police stations in his city. What better 
example than this to set down in textbooks and 


political pamphlets having to do with the value 


and responsibility of the ballot? 
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TAMPERING WITH PROSPERITY. 


The leaders of the minority party in Con- 
gress have announced that a determined effort 
to revise the tariff downward will be attempted 
in the next Congress. It is likely that there

Reversing the Cleveland aphorism, “It is a 
condition, not a theory, which confronts us,”’ 
those statesmen ignore the prosperous ‘con- 
dition of the country today and insist upon the 
enactment of their tariff theories into law. 
That the existing tariff on many articles of 
manufacture is not high enough to assure the 
American market to American industries was 
very forcibly demonstrated by Secretary of 
Labor Davis in a speech in Rochester, N. Y., on 
Wednesday last. ‘“‘Last year we imported 
1,000,000 tons of steel,’’ said Secretary Davis; 
“consider that and remember that some of the 
steel mills on the Pacific coast are working 
two days a week.” Continuing his argument, 
he called attention to the fact that we are im- 
porting many cargoes of cement from Belgium, 
where the wages of common labor in the mills 
is 84 cents a day, aS against the American 
wage of $4 a day. A third illustration used by 
Mr. Davis related to iron pipe. ‘One Western 
city recently imported $1,000,000 worth of 
iron pipe,” he said, “‘and some of our own mills 
manufacturing that commodity are shut 
down.”’ 

Since labor constitutes the purchasing power 
of the country it is always dangerous to tamper 
with wages. But if through the removal of the 
restrictions on imports, which the tariff laws 
insure, wages must be reduced to meet the 
competition of foreign mills and 
prosperity will fly out of the window.

EMPLOYES WIN FIRST ROUND. 


Railroad conductors and trainmen have won 
the first round in the initial case tried under 
the new Watson-Parker railroad dispute law. 
Employes on the Eastern roads asked for an 
increase of 19 per cent in salaries. They were 
given an increase of 7% per cent, which. con- 
sidering all the circumstances. considered 
a victory for the men. This decision will 
mean an increase of some $15,000,000 each 
year in the pay rolls of the railroads in ques- 
tion. The decision goes into effect as of 
December 1. 

The ruling is only morally, not legally, bind- 
ing, but there is little doubt that it will be 
accepted by both sides. The United States 
board of mediation created under the new 
act having been unable to obtain an agree- 
ment, a board of arbitration was selected, rep- 
resenting both sides and the public. The de- 
cision was four to two in favor of an increase 
of 7% per cent in compensation. The two 
representatives of the public, assumed to be 
neutral, were W. A. Baldwin and Edgar E. 
Clark, the former a railroad man and the 
latter a former member of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. Mr. Baldwin voted ‘‘no,”’ 
while Mr. Clark voted ‘‘yes.’”’ Thus the rep- 
resentatives of the public were divided. 

This is the first case to come up under the 
Watson-Parker act. It is gratifying that the 
first trial appears to be a guccess. The em- 
ployes will obtain a handsome increase in 
wages; but the addition of $15,000,000 to the 
operating expenses of the railroads involved 
will cut returns to investors and delay any 
move for a reduction in freight and passenger 
rates. The railroads can not raise rates with- 
out the consent of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission; hence the stockholders must bear 
the burden. Certainly shippers and travelers 
over these roads can not expect a decrease in 
rates. 

Much, however, will have been gained if a 
strike has been avoided.

SIR ALAN COBHAM'S ADVICE. 


No one should be better qualified to discuss 
commercial aviation than Sir Alan Cobham, 
who pecently completed a 28,000-mile journey 
between London and Melbourne, Australia, and 
return, who flew the tiny 700-pound moth 
airplane, which he brought with him from 
England, from New York to Philadelphia 
Thursday last in time for lunch, and who 
flew to Washington yesterday. Sir ‘Alan 
knows as much about commercial avia- 
tion as any other person, and two statements 
he made at a luncheon before the Advertising 
club of New York city last Wednesday should 
carry unusual weight. 

Necessity should be the test of the commer- 
cial air route, according to this authority, and 
the “‘stunt must be knocked out of flying before 
it becomes generally accepted.”’ 

Necessity has proved to be the test of con- 
tinued Operation of commercial airlines every 
where, just as it has been the test of all other 
transportation mediums. If existing means of 
transport are more practical, or even equally 
practical, commerce has clyng to the older es- 
tablished method, and thé infant air transport 
soon-+has withered and died. When, however, 
visible economies attend the use of the more 
spectacular new method, it has been adopted in 
short order. 

Sir Alan's second statement needs little 
elaboration. So long as stunt flying is prac- 
ticed there are bound to be serious accidents, 
for airplanes are no more immune to the re- 
sults of trick handling than are automobiles. 
Spectacular and tragic crashes, invariably 
prominently recorded in the press, make the 
public fearful of flying. Commercial aviation 
development is retarded by this public fear, 
and the sooner stunt flying is suppressed the 
better for all concerned. : 

That commercial operators are responding 
to the factor of necessity is indicated by the 
fact that whereas a year ago there was only 
one commercial flying corporation in_ the 
couhtry, today there are no less than eleven. 
Sir Alan, himself with his record flights to 
Australia and Egypt, and his other accom- 
plishments, is the best example of the safety 
in sane handling of planes. It will not be long 
before the public will accept air travel and 
transportation as no more spectacular than 
the morning’s motor run in from the suburbs.

CONQUERING NATURE. 


For the first time in the history of 
American railroading the flow of an 
important river has been permanently 
changing to accommodate the roadbed 
of a railway, says the .Clevéland Times. 
One of the great engineering dreams 
came true this week when a train 
passed over the new roadbed at Port 
Clinton, Pa., diverting forever the nat- 
ural course of the Schuylkill river. 

By this spectacular improvement, 
the Reading railway is abandoning a 
1,500-foot tunnel and two river bridges, 
utilizing the old bed of the river for 
its new right of way. The necessity of 
heavier equipment compelled the Read- 
ing either to rebuild its bridges and 
enlarge its tunnel or to change its en- 
tire course. The latter plan was adopi- 
ed as saving time and money. 

The - Schuylkill formerly made a 
sharp bend at Port Clinton. When the 
Reading lines were laid out, the engi- 
neers found difficulty in following the 
river and cutting through a spur of the 
Blue Ridge mountains. The south- 
bound tracks were constructed on the 
west side of the river and the famous 
Pulpit Rock tunnel was built a dis- 
tance of 1,500 feet to carry them at 
this point. The northbound tracks 
were placed on the east side of the 
Schuylkill and crossed the on two

SSUES IN LIMELIGHT 


AO CONGRESS NEARS 


Strong Makes Public Plan of 
Publishers’ Body for: 
Radio Control. 


PROHIBITION, TAXATION 
ALSO GET ATTENTION 
Muscle Shoals Revived for Re- 
appearance Before Military 
and Farm Groups. 


(By the Associated Press.) 

Designing of new legislative garments 
to drape the old issues of prohibition, 
radio, taxation and alien property, and 
a possible election contest, yesterday 
occupied the attention of members of 
Congress who have reopened their of- 
fices on Capitol hill. ; 

Muscle Shoals also was taken from 
the shelf and dusted for a possible re- 
appearance before the military com- 
mittee in the House and the agricul- 
tural commi¢tee in the Senate, while 
radio took up the attention of mem- 


bers on both sides, 

The national radio coordinating com- 
mittee, headed by Walter A. Strong, 
publisher of the Chicago Daily. News 
and chairman of the radio section of 
the American Newspaper Publishers as- 
sociation, made public its plan for radio 
control. This was presented to House 
and Senate members selected to adjust 
differences between the White and Dill 
bills. . 

The program of the coordinating 
committee proposes withholding of fur- 
ther broadcasting licenses after Decem- 
ber 6 until permanent radio legislation 
is enacted. It also favors placing of 
radio control under jurisdiction of a 
Federal commission and the Commerce 
Department. 

The temporary withholding of l- 
censes is approved by Representative 
White (Republican), Maine, author of 
1 bill which has passed the House. On 
t other hand, Senator Dill (Demo- 

fat), Washington, author of the meas- 
we approved by the Senate, feels that 
all efforts should be directed toward 
permanent legislation. 

The’ Muscle Shoals subject was re- 
vived by the announcement that Sena- 
tor Ernst (Republican), Kentucky, pro- 
posed to introduce a bill embodying a 
new bid for the government’s proper- 
ties in Alabama. The new bid is to 
be presented by C, Bascom Slemp, for- 
mer secretary to President Coolidge, 
who says he is acting in behalf of a 
group of Eastern financiers. The Dia- 
mond Match Co., it developed, also is 
negotiating for a part of the shoals 
power. The company desires to loqate 
a plant in the South, to be near cer- 
tain timber tracts. 

Prohibition, one of the vehicles for 
many heated debates in Congress last 
winter, was touched on by Representa- 
tive Cramton (Republican), Michigan, 
and Chairman Hudson of the House 
alcoholic committee, both ardent drys. 
They indorsed the proposal of. Assistant 
Secretary Andrews of the Treasury for 
the manufacture of 3,000,000 gallons 
of liquor to replace the fast-disappear- 
ing medicinal supply. 


Predict Seating of Gould. 


At the Senate end of the Capitol it 
was predicted that Arthur R. Gould, 
newly elected Republican senator from 
Maine, would be seated as soon as he 
appeared with his credentials. Should 
his right to a seat’ be contested, it is 
expected that & move will be made to 
unseat him rather than to prevent him 
from taking up his duties. ~ 

Little was heard today from either 
senators or representatives on taxes, 
but there was an apparent feeling that 
any tax proposal would have rough go- 
ing at the approaching session. A 
‘group of Democrats and Republicans 
predicted no revenue proppsals would 
make the grade through either house. 

The House ways and means commit- 
tee plans to return to consideration of 
alien- property legislation either today 
or the first of next week. Chairman

“He went to the Y. M. C. A. and ‘told 
his story to the manager of the service 
department. In ten minutes he.was on 


nome of an immigration bureau official 
who had been reached by telephone. 
In an hour his business was concluded. 
He left for New York that night, sailed 
the following Saturday, and by now is 
probably happily married.”

the Union station, an army unit at 
Walter Reed hospital and student 
branches at George Washington, Amer- 
ican and Howard universities, and Gal- 
laudet college. =." 

“Our religious work deserves a spe- 
cial mention,” said Mr. Cooper. ‘Last 
year alone, this department. organized 
or assisted in conducting 2,699 different 
meetings with a total attendance of 
146,317 persons. As a result of this 
work there were 146 decisions for the 
Christian life. Our school of religious 
education, which gives a regular 4- 
year course in preparation for Bible 
teaching, had: an attendance of 8,497 
at its 632 class sessions. 

“Yes, all of this costs money, nearly 
$400,000 a. year. But you will be sur- 
prised to learn that 88 cents out of 
every dollar of this amount is paid by 
those who are benefited by our sery- 
ices. In other words we are 88 per cent 
self-supporting. The other 12 per cent 
is generously subscribed by the public. 
I don’t know of any place in the world 
where a donated dollar works harder 
or lasts longer than it does here.”

ANDREWS TELLS PLANS 


, After a study of tie returns from 
the last election, the National Prohibi- 
tion council issued a statement yester- 
day saying that prohibition gains “are 
to be counted in all cases but one.” 
Thre council, which is made up of virtu- 
ally all the prohibition leaders of the 
country, adjourned after issuing the 
statement. 

“The futile and illegal referenda in 
New York, Wisconsin and [illinois were 
disregarded in-the main by organized 
prohibitionists,” said the statement. 
“The larger number of votes cast in 
the referenda in these States was wet 
but was merely an enumeration of such 
voters. Great prohibition victories 
were won in the defeat of wet candi- 
dates in New York an@ Illinois.” 

After pointing to victories fdr pro- 
hibition in Missouri. and other States, 
the council declared that Montana 
carried the proposal to repeal all State 
prohibitioh laws because of apathy 
among the good citizens of that State. 

Brig. Gen. Lincoln C. Andrews, As- 
sistant Secretary of the Treasury and 
head of prohibition enforcement, ad- 
dressed the prehibition leaders in the 
morning. -He outlined the laws. which 
Congress would be asked to pass to 
strengthen the Volstead act and an- 
swered questions put to him by rhem- 
bers of the audience.

When the bidding is opened with one 
no trump and the player on the left 
has considerable strength, he has @ 
most interesting question to determine. 
Should he double informatorily to draw 
a helpful bid from his partner? Should 


he bid his strongest suit to show where 
his strength lies? Should he take the 
bull by the horns and bid two no 
trump? Or should be pass and await 
developments, hoping by his position 
as initial leader to save the game if, 
as is probable, the one no trump be- 
comes the contract? 

When second hand’s strength is well 
distributed so that, while he has no 
long strong suit to open against the no 
trump, he is prepared to help any sult 
his partner may name, he should dou- 

le. The double is apt to work well, 
provided it is made with the strength 
fat least five high cards) a previous 
article has explained is required to 
justify it. With less than eight sure 
tricks, the double is better than bidding 
two no trump. By five high cards is 
meant cards which may take a trick; 
but with hands containing two good 
four-card majors, the doubling require- 
ment may be slightly shaded.

Small Part of Nation's Income. } 


While this method of buying has | 
grown by leaps and bounds and has) 
now reached the annual proportions of | 
$3,000,000,000, it is pointed out that | 
the country’s annual income is $70,-| 
000,000,000. 

So the President is represented as 
feeling there is no need to worry about 
a collective man with .an income of 
$70,000,000,000 going into debt to the 
extent of #3,000,000,000. 

Rather. the President is said to re- 
gard the development of installment 
buying as a natural and fitting devel- 
opment of the nation’s economic 
scheme, 

With the growth of tke so-much- 
down-and-pay-as-you-go “plan, the 
President was said to feel that sure- 
ly experience must have come to those 
who manage it. 

It is undoubtedly a service to those) 
who avail themselves of this form of| 
credit, in the President's opinion, and | 
those who give the credit are certainly | 
experienced enough to know to whom 
and to what extent they should give it.
